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Pupils fall foul 
of trousors rulo 


MORE than 60 students 
were thrown out of classes 
after turning up on the first 
day of term wearing the 
wrong trousers. 

In July, Samuel Ward Arts and 
Technology College in Haver¬ 
hill sent letters to parents, 
warning that it would be 
clamping down on youngsters 
who turned up for classes 
wearing non-regulation legg¬ 
ings and “jeggings” - leggings 
designed to look like tight- 
fitting jeans - after the summer 
holidays. 

But dozens of students arrived for 
the start of term wearing trousers in 
breach of the school’s uniform code, 
and were promptly turned away 
from lessons. 

Howard Lay, headteacher, said half 
were sent home to get changed, 
while the rest had to take part in 
supervised study away from the rest 
of the students. 

One dad whose daughter, aged 13, 
was sent home told the Weekly News: 
“Loads of kids were sent home - it’s 
just stupid. It’s not always easy for 
parents to buy the right kind of 
clothing. It seems crazy for them to 
be so strict about it, and leave pupils 
not taking part in lessons.” 

Another parent said his 14-year- 
old daughter had been told off for

wearing non-regulation shoes. 

He said: “My daughter has real 
difficulty finding the right kind of 
shoes to wear, because they don’t fit 
her feet. They were just flat ladies’ 
shoes, but she was told to give them 
in at the office and was loaned 
someone else’s shoes for the day.” 

Mr Lay said: “My leadership team 
noticed a few students were wearing 
leggings and jeggings instead of 
trousers last term. 

“It was decided we wouldn’t stop 
them being worn straight away so 
parents would have to buy more 
trousers then, but we sent out a 
letter explaining what the uniform 
requirements would be after the 
summer.” 

He added that two members of 
staff had even been shopping at the 
town’s New Look store to help one 
mum who was not able to get to the 
shops to buy regulation trousers for 
her daughter. 

Mr Lay added: “Four people felt 
the situation had not been handled 
well, and I do acknowledge the 
website had not been updated with 
the information the way it should 
have been. The majority of parents 
have been overwhelmingly support¬ 
ive of what we’re doing. They respect 
that it’s the school rule, and we’re 
reinforcing it.”

Health service's psychosis treatment wins good feedback 


YOUNGER people with 
psychotic illness in Suffolk 
have been complimenting the 
NHS service they received to 
help them cope. 

The Suffolk Early Inter¬ 
vention in Psychosis Service 
(SEIPS) helps people aged 
between 14 and 35 who may 
be experiencing unsettling or 
altered thoughts. 


The aim is to provide treat¬ 
ment early before symptoms 
interfere with the person’s 
normal day to day life. 

Eighty per cent of those 
surveyed said their mental 
health had changed since 
coming into contact with the 
psychosis team and 74 per 
cent attributed the change to 
contact with the service. 


Jonathan Dickson, clinical 
lead with the Suffolk Mental 
Health Partnership NHS Trust, 
said: “We are very pleased 
with how positive the user and 
carer feedback has been. 

“This is a relatively new 
service and has exceeded 
expectations and targets set. 

“This is down to a dedicated 
and hardworking team. The 


feedback substantiates the 
early intervention model of 
care and is shaping our future 
practice.” 

Other findings from the 
service user group were that 
85 per cent said their ability to 
carry out everyday tasks had 
improved and 82 per cent said 
this was because of the SEIPS 
team.

School among 
going ‘free’ list 


CAMPAIGNERS in Clare 
say they are “thrilled” to be 
among just 16 new “free 
schools” in the country that 
are set to open next year. 

The Stour Valley Educational 
Trust, based in Clare, was one of 
the new establishments announ¬ 
ced by Education Secretary 
Michael Gove this week. 

It plans to set up the Stour 
Valley Community School for 11 
to 16-year-olds, on the site 
occupied by Clare Middle School, 
and it will open in September 
2011. 

All secondary school age 
children would be welcome to 
attend and the school is designed 
initially to accommodate 600 
pupils. 

As a state school, it will be free, 
funded by central Government 
and governed by the trust on 
behalf of the community. 
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Patrick Bell, one of the trustees, 
said: “We are thrilled but we are 
not complacent. 

“We are working in a process 
with the Department for 
Education. We have consistently 
hit the targets and we need to do 
that for the next few months. 

“We have had 1,500 letters of 
support from people that would 
prefer to have their children 
educated in a medium-size 
school in the community.” 

He said the trust would take 
over the middle school buildings 
after its scheduled closure next 
summer. 

The trust said the new school 
will teach a different curriculum 
to a different age group with 
different teachers. 

Mr Gove said he was “excited by 
the extent of interest” in the free 


school scheme and the approval 
for 16 to open next year was “well 
in excess” of his expectations. 

He said: “I expect that there will 
probably be 16 schools in the very 
first wave. 

“We have had over 700 groups 
that have been in contact with a 
charity called the New Schools 
Network that has been 
operational over the last few 
months. 

“Of those 700, about 100 or so 
have actually put applications in 
to the Department for Education 
and of those, there are 16 that are 
mustard-keen to open in 
September 2011.” 

But shadow education secretary 
Ed Balls said: “It’s laughable for 
Michael Gove to claim that just 16 
free schools opening next year 
exceeds his expectations. 

“In the summer he talked about 
700 new free schools and a year 
ago he was talking about 
thousands.”

Man, 29, killed in 
rail line tragedy

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A MAN from Haverhill 
who was killed by a train 
near Cambridge railway 
station has been named. 

Przemyslaw Ruppenthal, of 
Garlands Close, off Apple Acre 
Road, Haverhill, died in the 
incident just north of the city’s 
station last Wednesday. 

An inquest was opened into 
his death by the Cambridge¬ 
shire coroner yesterday. 

It found that the 29-year- 
old had died of multiple 
injuries sustained in the 
incident. 

The inquest has been 
adjourned to a later date 
while British Transport Police 
produce a report into the 
death. 

Police and ambulance 
crews were called to New¬ 
market Road at 9.20am after 
receiving reports that a man 
had thrown himself from a 
bridge over the tracks. 

It is believed the man was 
already on the railway line, 


rather than falling from the 
bridge on Newmarket Road 
next to the Leper Chapel, just 
before he was hit by the train. 

A British Transport Police 
spokesman confirmed a man 
had died after being hit by a 
train and said that the 
incident was being treated as 
“non-suspicious”. 


The incident caused delays 
for passengers heading for 
several destinations in and 
out of Cambridge. 

Passengers faced delays of 
up to 30 minutes following 
the closure of the Ely to Cam¬ 
bridge line and a replacement 
bus service was put into 
operation for almost three 


hours. 

There were also knock-on 
delays for passengers heading 
for Norwich, Ipswich and the 
north via Peterborough. 

The disruptions followed 
serious delays the previous 
day on the East Coast main 
line after a power line prob¬ 
lem at Huntingdon.

He said: “It is an immense privilege 
to be taking on this role. 

“The enthusiasm of staff - and 
what they have achieved by working 
together for the people of Suffolk - 


has impressed me hugely. 

“I have found working at NHS 
North East Essex immensely 
rewarding. I leave in the knowledge 
that a talented and committed team 
will be continuing their excellent 
work.” 

Dr Watson takes over from Carole 
Taylor-Brown, who has left on the 
grounds of ill health. She led NHS 
Suffolk since it was created in 2006. 

Alistair McWhirter, chairman of 
NHS Suffolk, wished Mrs Taylor- 
Brown well for the future. 

He added: “The board welcomes Dr 
Watson to the team. 

“We believe he will be very comm¬ 
itted to the changes we have to make 
as well as ensuring the people of 
Suffolk continue to receive the best 
possible care available.” 


Case sent for trial by jury 

A MAN accused of causing a spinal fracture when he 
pushed a woman over during a domestic dispute has 
appeared in court. 

Keith Brown, of Aragon Road, Haverhill, denied one 
charge of causing grievous bodily harm without intent 
on May 3. 

Bury Magistrates’ Court heard on Monday that 
Brown, 52, allegedly pushed the woman after an 
argument about text messages involving third parties. 
She injured her spine in the fall at her home and had 
to take four weeks off work. 

Magistrates declined jurisdiction and committed the 
case to Bury St Edmunds Crown Court on Monday, 
October 18. Brown was released on conditional bail. 

Man admits assault charges 

A MAN admitted two charges of assaulting his wife 
but denied a third when he appeared before 
magistrates. 

Stephen Nash, of Roman Way, Haverhill, admitted 
charges of assault by beating between August 10 
and 28. 

Magistrates in Bury St Edmunds heard Nash also 
admit one charge of assault by beating against a 15- 
year-old boy, who can not be named for legal 
reasons, on August 28. 

The case was adjourned until Monday, September 20 
at the same court and Nash, 55, was released on 
conditional bail.

What happened 
to our town? 

Sir ,Tonight, as my husband and I 
were out taking our dogs for their 
evening walk, we were strolling along 
Queen Street in Haverhill. We were 
passing Thing-Me-Bob’s, on the path 
for pedestrians, when a car came 
along and the driver decided he 
wanted to park right there. He did 
slow slightly but was intimidating my 
husband by getting as close as 
possible. Then he started to roll down 
his window, obviously to say 
something to my husband, all the 
time, the car was still in motion and 
heading very, very close. 

We made it to the end of the street 
where it is one-way so no need to 
watch towards Peas Hill, just where 
cars may come up the one-way. A 
young teen was riding his bike, very 
fast, across Queen Street and back 
onto the pedestrian path by the 
Saffron Walden Building Society, 
nearly running over my husband. 

The lad was busy trying to catch up 
and yelling to get the attention of 
some girls/women that were walking 
down the street. It would have been a 
disaster if I hadn’t yelled for my 
husband to look out! 

These two incidents happened no 
more than a couple of minutes apart. 
Ever since the refurbished road was 
put in it has been a situation that is 
getting worse and worse. When cars 
are allowed in Queen Street, 
pedestrians do not seem to matter 
anymore, like they do not belong 
there... on the path! We feel more 
and more intimidated all the time. It 
has become a haven for teens to 
hang around and it has become 
totally trashy. All the bins there and 
the ground is where all the litter goes. 
Cars park wherever they want so 
some nights it is necessary to walk 
around the car parked on the path 
via the street. We have heard 
complaints from several people that 
walk there also, so it isn’t just us 
complaining, even if it is just to one 
another. 

I don’t know how to resolve these 
problems. More rules and laws will 
not work - the ones we have are not 
enforced, which is why it has gotten 
so bad. Broken glass everywhere, 
youths talking filthy language and 
trying to intimidate people. I hear 
about this and experience this a lot. 
But it isn’t just the youth - the ones in 
cars have always been male and 
probably in their 30s. Being 
intimidated by cars/drivers while 
walking on the path has happened 
several times to either my husband 
or myself. 

We also have problems with the high 
streets. Cars use the street with 
impunity. Bikes can go the wrong 
way on the streets and both car and 


bike users seem to think the path and 
the streets belong strictly to them, 
pedestrians have to be completely on 
their guard at all times. 

The situations have become much 
worse since Queen Street was redone. 
I know it is not the fault of the newly 
redone street, and we really enjoy the 
new stores, it’s just the ones that 


seem to think they are safe to do as 
they please; after all, nothing will 
happen and the rules and laws don’t 
pertain to them. Is there nothing that 
can be done about this sort of 
behaviour? 

No doubt you have received these 
sorts of complaints from many 
individuals. Maybe it’s time to take 


action and make Haverhill a lovely 
and safe town, where pedestrians can 
feel safe and residents are not 
ashamed when they have out-of- 
town visitors. It wasn’t all that long 
ago when you felt safe and proud in 
Haverhill. What happened?

Crackdown catches 
out speeding drivers

MORE than 1,450 motorists 
were caught speeding in Suffolk 
during a week-long European 
speed enforcement campaign. 

The campaign, lead by TISPOL - the 
European Traffic Police Network - ran 
across the county for a week at the end 
of August. 

It was held during a month in which 
Suffolk police’s roads policing unit was 
already running its own dedicated 
crackdown. 

Increased checks and enforcement 
have been seen throughout the county 
as officers focus their efforts on one 
aspect of road safety each month. 

A reduction in excess speed was the 
objective for August and motorist were 
warned of the TISPOL campaign 
through advance publicity. 

But 1,116 people were still caught by 
police officers and Suffolk Safety Cam¬ 
era Partnership cameras and a further 
337 were caught by fixed cameras in the 
county. 

In a similar campaign in April this 
year, 900 motorists were caught 
speeding. 

Inspector Zoe Finn, of the roads 
policing unit, puts the rise down to the 
month-long focus on excessive speed, 
but is still disappointed by the figures: 

She said: “Our officers have been 
working very hard to crackdown on 
those who drive at excessive speed 
during August. 

“This remains a priority throughout 
the year but this month and the TISPOL 
campaign has seen an extra focus. 

“It is very disappointing that there are 
so many people not taking notice of our 
warnings and driving at excessive 
speed. 

“Forty-two people were killed on 
Suffolk’s roads last year and the role 
speed plays in both fatal and serious 
road traffic collisions cannot be 
underestimated.” 

She said there was never an excuse 
for flouting the speed limit and drivers 
need to realise the impact driving at 
excessive speeds can have. 

She added: “It is a very simple 
message but a very important one - 
speed kills - and by targeting those who 
are speeding we hope we can save 
lives.”

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‘I won’t let Alzheimer’s 
disease change who I am’ 



T ERESA Hart makes 
a mean lemon 
drizzle cake. 
Handing round a plate, 
heavily laden with slices 
of sweet and sticky 
sponge, she is 
entertaining teatime 
guests; chatting away 
nineteen to the dozen, 
she’s a natural host. 

To her visitors, Teresa 
appears much like any other 
woman her age. The 61-year- 
old adores her family: it’s not 
long before the photo albums 
come out, showcasing the 
smiling faces of children and 
grandchildren. 

Teresa has a busy social life; 
a keen churchgoer and 
fundraiser, she and husband 
Cecil hold regular coffee 
mornings for charity. And, of 
course, she’s a prodigious 
baker - as anyone who’s 
sampled her lemon tray bake 
will know. 

But when everyone’s gone 
home, the door is closed and 
the curtains drawn, it 
becomes clear that Teresa is 
not like most middle-aged 
women. She struggles to read 
and write. She can’t pop to 
the shops or iron a skirt. She 
can’t even get herself dressed 
unaided. 

Like almost half a million 
other people in the UK, 

Teresa has Alzheimer’s 
disease. The most common 
form of dementia, it is an 
incurable, degenerative and,

ultimately, terminal 
condition. Caused by so- 
called “plaques” and “tangles” 
in the brain - which lead to 
the death of brain cells - it 
results in a raft of symptoms: 
confusion, memory loss, 
mood swings, impaired 
language skills and, 
eventually, the breakdown of 
basic bodily functions. 

“When the doctor said: ‘It’s 
Alzheimer’s’ it was a horrible 
shock,” admits Teresa. “But I 
decided then that I would 
carry on and live my life as 
normally as possible - and 
that I wouldn’t let this illness 
change me, who I am. 

“It’s not always easy. I do 
feel frustrated sometimes; 
sometimes I feel sad. But I 
want to let people know there 
is life after being diagnosed 
with Alzheimer’s.” 

Teresa and Cecil, who live 
in Buckden, near 
Huntingdon, are lending their 
support to World Alzheimer’s 
Day: a global event designed 
to raise both awareness of the 
disease and funds for 
research and support 
charities, it falls on 
September 21 this year. 

“The next coffee morning 
we do will be in aid of 
Alzheimer’s,” says Cecil, 75. 

Teresa adds: “It’s an illness 
which doesn’t just hurt you, it 
hurts your whole family. 
Anything we can do to help, 
we will.” 


Teresa was diagnosed with 
Alzheimer’s in her late 50s. 
She had been having 
problems with her eyesight 
for years; unable to get to the 
root of the problem, her 
optician referred her to the 
hospital - where scans 
revealed a rare early-onset 
form of the disease. 

“It was a hell of a shock to 
us both,” recalls Cecil. “At the 
time I didn’t really 
understand what Alzheimer’s 
meant: it made me think all 
sorts, of old people 
wandering about and getting 


lost... I just didn’t know what 
to expect. 

“In fact, Alzheimer’s has 
changed our lifestyle 
completely. I have to do all 
kinds of things round the 
house that I’d never done 
before; the hardest thing of all 
is sorting out Teresa’s clothes. 

“She needs a new bra at the 
moment. I didn’t fancy going 
to a shop so I went to get one 
on the internet, but I ended 
up on eBay by mistake... It’s 
things like that - things which 
Teresa would have done 
without thinking - that are 


the hardest of all.” 

Since her diagnosis, almost 
two years ago, both Cecil and 
Teresa agree her condition 
has deteriorated. The only 
place Teresa can go alone is 
the church within Buckden 
Towers, just down the road 
from the Harts’ house. She 
attends a service there most 
mornings. 

“My faith gives me great 
strength,” says Teresa. “I know 
He is with me every day; He’s 
been with me through lots of 
bad times. I pray every day: 
sometimes when I’m just 


walking along the road I’ll say 
a little prayer. 

“Going to church gives me 
some quiet time. And I feel 
safe there. Most people know 
me. Members of the 
congregation are asked to 
read out sections of the 
service, but they know I can’t 
- so they just pass the book 
along to the next person in 
the pew, without saying a 
word. It’s nice not having to 
explain.” 

In the months following her 
diagnosis, Teresa’s health took 
quite a sharp turn; it reached 
the point where she couldn’t 
even bake her famous cakes. 
“Sometimes I go to the 
cupboard and just can’t find 
what I need,” she explains. “I 
can’t read any of the labels ... 
I get totally confused.” 

But - thanks to the 
Alzheimer’s drug Donepezil, 
which eases symptoms - 
Teresa is now baking again. “I 
have to get all the ingredients 
out before I start and I have to 
close the kitchen door behind 
me: I can’t be interrupted. But 
I have been able to bake a few 
cakes, which is really nice.” 

Strange and crowded 
places can be stressful for 
Teresa; there’s no way, she 
admits, she could go into 
town without Cecil. “It’s like 
something else is leading you: 
you turn left or right and then 
don’t know where you are,” 
she continues. “It can be a bit 
frightening. But Cecil is 
wonderful. He’ll hold onto me 
if there are lots of people

around. 

“To be honest, I don’t 
think I would have 
survived if it wasn’t for 
him - and our amazing 
family. The children are 
always coming to see us, 
and the grandchildren. 

“With that kind of 
support you can’t really 
get fed up or down: 
there’s always a reason to 
smile.” 

While she chats, 

Teresa leafs through a 
scrapbook she’s been 
making. Full of 
snapshots, it charts the 
progress of her two 
youngest 

granddaughters, both 
still babies. “That’s Ruby, 
look, and Jasmine - 
aren’t they lovely?” asks 
Teresa. “I love doing this 
book. It helps me 
remember. More than 
anything, I want to see 
these children grow up.” 

Teresa and Cecil, a 
retired carpenter and 
joiner, have four children 
and five grandchildren. 
One of their daughters, 
Lorraine, was diagnosed 
with multiple sclerosis - 


the most common 
disabling neurological 
condition among young 
adults in the UK - aged 
just 29. 

“Like me, she has good 
days and bad days,” says 
Teresa. “But we’re all 
positive. If you smile and 
you’re happy, and you 
can make a joke of 
things when they go 
wrong, I think you’re 
much better off.” 

Cecil, better known to 
his many friends as 
Mouse, is Teresa’s main 
carer. He’s had his share 
of health troubles, too - 
a heart scare, a whole 
series of knee ops, 
diabetes - and admits 
looking after his wife 
isn’t always easy. 

“I do feel angry 
sometimes. It’s so 
frustrating when she 
can’t see something 
that’s right there, on the 
table in front of her. 
Occasionally I have 
raised my voice, and I’ve 
felt sorry about it 
afterwards. 

“Not that we don’t 
enjoy ourselves: we still 


have a laugh. We see 
friends every Friday, go 
out on day trips, go on 
holiday - last time we 
did a bus holiday, which 
made it a bit easier, 
because you can just get 
on and go. 

“When we’re in 
company, Teresa looks 
absolutely fine, she’s a 
perfect looking woman. 
It’s when the door’s 
closed and the curtains 
are drawn, that’s when it 
really gets hard. 

“And I find the not 
knowing hard too - not 
knowing how this illness 
will progress, or how 
fast.” 

Teresa admits: “I do 
have bad days, days 
when I get up, 
everything starts going 
wrong and I decide to 
just go back to bed for a 
bit. But I believe you 
have to be positive and 
have to try to overcome 
what’s happening 
to you. And you have to 
take each day as 
it comes - in fact, that’s 
the only thing 
you can do.”

Nostalgic trip to 
the Welsh valleys 


JENNIFER SHELTON interviews 
Hannah Waterman, the 
Eastender turned West End star 


W ith Minder legend 
Dennis Waterman 
for a dad and 

actress Patricia Maynard for 
a mum, you’d have put 
money on Hannah 
Waterman following her 
creative folks into the acting 
profession. But a young, 
wilful Hannah had ideas of 
her own. 

“I wanted to be a vet!” she 
laughs. “But I was never any good 
at science so it was a fairly 
ridiculous idea, really. 

“Any parent is always glad to see 
their child happy and able to 
support themselves. But most 
actors who have children would say 
that the last thing they want their 
child to be is an actor!” 

However, the theatrical blood 
was clearly coursing through her 
veins, and it was only natural that 
Hannah found herself treading the 
boards - best known for her 
portrayal of Laura Beale in 
EastEnders. 

This month she takes to the stage 
in Nina Bawden’s beloved 
children’s tale of magic mystery 
and nostalgia, Carrie s War, which 
has remained a classic for more 
than 30 years. After a successful 
run in the West End, the stage 
adaptation of this tale of two 
evacuated children and the 


characters they encounter is 
appearing in Cambridge, complete 
with a sterling cast. 

Scooping a role in the 
enchanting play is a particular 
pleasure for Hannah who grew up 
with the story as a girl. “I read the 
book as a kid and I loved it, it’s a 
lovely story which you can really 
get involved with. And the 
adaptation’s very true to the novel. 
“There are some very magical 
elements to the story, and it’s seen 



through a child’s eyes so there’s an 
innocence to it,” she says. 

“Yet it’s not all airy-fairy and 
mystical and magical, there’s a 
brutal, real side to it as well. And I 
think what’s lovely about it is that 
it’s a family story which really 
crosses the generations. There’s a 
resonance in it for the parents, the 
grandparents and the children. 

Quite often with theatre it’s not 
universal, and you couldn’t take 
your kids to it. But with this you 
absolutely can and I think that’s to 
be encouraged.” 

Carrie s War tells the story of 
two ordinary children who are 
evacuated to a Welsh mining town 
at the start of the Second World 
War. The play, also starring Brit 
screen favourite Brigit Forsyth - 
the formidable Thelma in Whatever 
Happened to the Likely Lads? - 
features an impressive 13-strong 
cast who will be adorning the tale 
with various Welsh songs and 
hymns - all performed live. 

Londoner Hannah - who lived 
with her husband, fellow 
EastEnders star Ricky Groves, in a 
village near St Neots until their 
recent split - can surely be forgiven 
for feeling a little apprehensive, as 


we all might, at the prospect of 
singing in a different language. 

“It’s quite a challenge because 
not only do I have to do a 
convincing Welsh accent - or 
hopefully convincing - amongst 
other Welsh people, I also have to 
speak in Welsh. And sing!” 

Hannah began acting at school 
and attended the National Youth 
Theatre before embarking on her 
own career in the business. She 
recently filmed an episode of 
comedy crime drama New Tricks, 
starring alongside her dad. 

Between 2000 and 2004 Hannah 
was known across the nation for 
her part as Laura Dunn - later 
Beale - in Eastenders. 

Hannah herself found romance 
on the Square and married Ricky 
Groves, who played Garry Hobbs, 
in 2006. The couple split in 
January this year. 

The Carrie s War tour will be 
keeping Hannah busy until the end 
of November and she is looking 
forward to bringing the play to 
audiences across the country. 

“As well as appealing to children 
it should provide a sort of nostalgic 
trip for the adults as well. It should 
be quite magical for everyone.”

THE SWITCH 
certificate 12A 101m 

ORIGINALLY entitled The Baster, 
which succinctly sums up the 
intentions of this quirky romantic 
comedy, Josh Gordon and Will 
Speck’s film is a modern story of 
parenthood with two significant 
stumbling blocks: there is no 
sexual chemistry between the 
lead actors and Allan Loeb 
forgot to impregnate his script 
with big laughs. 

Jason Bateman is a gifted comic 
actor but his beleaguered hero 
is deeply unsympathetic. He’s a 
misery guts and once the 
character faces the 
repercussions of his actions, the 
subsequent emotional journey is 
too brief, culminating in an 
ultimatum for his love interest, 
played with customary ease by 
Jennifer Aniston. 

On paper, the two are an 
unlikely couple. On the big 
screen, they are completely 
mismatched. 

Wally Mars (Bateman) loves his 
best friend Kassie Larson 
(Aniston) but cannot declare his 
true feelings for fear of losing 
her. They have the kind of 
relationship where she talks 
bluntly about her cervix over 


dinner and he nods blankly. He 
is shocked when she 
announces her plan to have a 
child with the help of a donor. 
The lucky father-to-be, Roland 
(Patrick Wilson), is a charming 
blonde and poor Wally drowns 
his sorrows, only to accidentally 
destroy the freshly produced pot 
of sperm. He attempts to cover 
up his blunder by replenishing 
the sample and wakes the next 
morning with a hangover and no 
recollection of his actions. 

Seven years later, when Wally 
finally meets Kassie’s son, 
Sebastian (Thomas Robinson), 
he notices familiar behavioural 
ticks and suddenly the memory 
of that fateful night comes 


flooding back. 

The Switch grinds through the 
narrative gears without any 
sense of urgency, separating the 
lead characters for seven years 
so that Sebastian can grow up 
and start exhibiting some tell tale 
signs of his true parentage. 
Wilson is wasted in a thankless 
supporting role while Jeff 
Goldblum turns lacklustre lines 
into a giggle with his sarcastic 
delivery. Juliette Lewis is 
similarly impressive as the 
protective best friend, who 
doesn’t want Wally getting in the 
way of Kassie playing happy 
families. Without them, Gordon 
and Speck’s picture would be a 
massive bore.

1. Stand pots of newly-planted 
bulbs on feet to allow better 
drainage and to prevent moisture 
seeping up from the ground, which 
will rot them.

I f you’ve been away for 
the summer and returned 
to dried-up pots, 
overgrown borders and a 
mass of weeds, now’s the 
time to play catch-up before 
everything spirals out of 
control. 

Thanks to a pretty wet August, 
your grass will have grown but if 
it’s really long, don’t try to cut it 
short in one fell swoop or you’ll be 
cutting into thick brown stems 
which will leave your lawn looking 
like a mass of stubble. 

Instead, do the mowing in 
stages, raising the blades as high as 
possible initially and then lowering 
them a notch each time you mow 
subsequently, so the grass will soon 
grow leafy again. 

If your hanging baskets and 
containers have completely dried 
out, the plants may be beyond help 
so bite the bullet and empty the 
contents on to the compost heap - 
then you can get an early start with 
autumn displays and spring bulb 
plantings. 

Containers holding year-round 
interest plants, such as shrubs or 
evergreens, may benefit from

being submerged in a bucket of 
water to re-wet the compost, but 
take care not to waterlog the plants. 
After re-wetting, robust 
architectural plants such as 
phormiums and box can be lifted 
out of their containers with their 
root system intact to check if the 
compost has been completely 
soaked through. 

If no-one has picked your crops 
in your absence, you are likely to 
come home to a large amount of 
stringy, tough runner beans which 
will need to be put on the compost 
heap, and the plants will probably 
have stopped flowering. Pick all the 
beans off the plants, give them 
some tomato feed and they should 
start producing again. 

Tomatoes left unpicked and 
unwatered will be dead after two 


weeks, courgettes will have turned 
into marrows which have a more 
bitter flavour but are still edible, 
lettuces will have gone to seed and 
will need digging up and 
composting. 

However, you can just sow some 
more in their place. 

Carrots may have gone to seed 
but are still fine for eating. Herbs 
such as basil will have become 
quite bushy, so pinch out the tips 
and consider freezing some in ice 
cubes. 

Try to find some time to clear 
vacant rows in your veg patch and 
refill them with autumn and winter 
crops immediately. 

Borders should remain relatively 
unaffected if you’ve only had two 
weeks away and most areas have 
had some rain this August. 
However, plants such as sweet peas 
will have developed pods which 
will need cutting off so that they 
may flower again. All summer 
flowering plants will need 
deadheading and watering. 

The leaves of newly-planted 
shrubs may start to look dull if 
they’ve been exposed to prolonged 
dry weather. Cut back damaged 
perennials to where the stems seem 
to be green and healthy. Cut back 


all brown stems and leaves and 
water plants thoroughly. Don’t rely 
on rain alone. Established trees and 
shrubs are unlikely to have been 
affected while you were away. 

With the heavy rain over August, 
weeds will have grown and will be 
threatening to shed seeds - which 
will lead to more headaches next 
year if you don’t remove them now. 

Check your pond for foreign 
bodies which may have fallen in, 
such as birds or mice, and carefully 
remove and dispose of them. 

All perennial plants that have 
now finished flowering can either 
be cut down or left until the spring. 
Cutting them down makes for a 
tidy winter garden, but foliage, 
whether it be dead or alive, helps 
keep the garden warmer over 
winter, so it can be left if you can 
bear the unsightliness. 

In the greenhouse, give 
everything a good feed and water, 
deadhead flowering plants, harvest 
ripe crops and have a good clear-up 
as you prepare for autumn and 
winter. 

Don’t leave all these jobs for 
much longer, or you’ll end up 
leaving them all winter - which 
will give you double the work next 
spring.

Moving home can be a complicated business and, in the hectic run to the big 
day, it is all too easy to forget something vital. The Property News offers their 
readers this handy checklist that should help avoid major pitfalls. We suggest 
you tick off the items as you deal with them...

Get estimates from removal companies, checking that comprehensive insurance cover is 
available against damage or loss. Is there a packing and unpacking service? Confirm the 
date of your move with the firm you have chosen. 

Check on your home contents insurance policies to ensure that you are covered for the 
move, and covered at your new address. 

Make arrangements for your gas and electricity meters (plus water meters where relevant) 
to be read and all your appliances to be disconnected on the day of your move. 

Arrange to take over gas and electricity at your new address, and make sure that all 
appliances will be properly fitted, plumbed or connected. 

Notify British Telecom and ask them to make the necessary arrangements for a final account 
at your present address, and for taking over or installing telephone facilities at your new 
home. 

Arrange for change of address cards to be printed. 


WITH ONE DAY TO GO: 


Complete your packing except for those items you are likely 
to need overnight, and prepare a picnic for moving day. 

Have a large enough cash 'float' available to deal with 
unexpected expenses, and make sure you have collected 
documents and valuables together in a safe place. 

Cover carpets which are being left 
damage during furniture removal. 

Check through previous lists to m; 
overlooked, then enjoy a worry-free early night! 


WITH TWO WEEKS TO GO: 


Confirm all arrangements, times etc, for meter readings, disconnections and reconnections, 
with authorities and with your buyer and seller. 

Make sure you have a good stock of packing materials, including sturdy boxes and plenty of 
string and sticky tape. 

Begin to throw out unwanted items from attics, wardrobes. What you really don't want you 
may as well dump now, or send to charity. It's a great time for a good sort out!

Send off change of address cards. 

Arrange and pay for automatic redirection of your mail by the Post Office. 

Cancel and pay up accounts for routine delivery services such as milk, groceries, fuel and 
your Cambridge Evening News.

Defrost refrigerators in preparation for move and, if you are moving a freezer and its 
contents, turn it up to maximum for a couple of days before you move.

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DS4 adds touch of futurism to past 


CITROEN has always 
striven to stretch car 
design boundaries, and 
that long, proud 
tradition continues with 
the French firm’s latest 
model, the DS4. 

Following on from the 
DS3, it is the second model 
in the DS line-up, with the 
range name revived in 
tribute to the original, highly 
futuristic, DS of 1955. 

The French firm has 
imbued the five-door DS4 
with coupe-like lines to 
deliver dynamic styling 
within a compact footprint - 
the car is 4.27 metres long by 
1.81 metres wide - that also 
packs in much versatility. 

Citroen will show the car 
off at the Paris Motor Show 
on September 30, when it is 
also expected to reveal 
prices. The full DS4 range 
will arrive in Britain early in 
2011. 

It will meet its main rivals, 
the Nissan Qashqai and the 
revised Ford Focus, head-on. 
The Blue Oval wants its best¬ 
selling Focus family car here 
in time for next year’s new 
spring 11-plate. 

To give the DS4 a more 
competitive edge over the 
opposition, Citroen says it 
will deliver an exceptional 
driving experience and

outstanding road handling, 
with premium materials 
used throughout the cabin. 
Families will also appreciate 
the generous 370-litre boot 
and the DS4’s clutch of 
clever storage solutions. 

Up front, the Citroen’s 
cabin is done in cockpit style 
and is very driver-focused - 
all dominated by the large 
panoramic windscreen that 
extends backwards into the 
roofline. With the DS4 
having a slightly higher 
stance than most rivals, 
driver visibility is good, with 
the firm’s designers wanting 
the person in control “to feel 
like they have the road at the 
tips of their fingers”. 

Owners can personalise 
the interior, too, with the 
DS4 having a choice of five 
leather combinations, 
including two-tone options. 
Range-topping models also 


get high quality leather on 
the dashboard and door 
panels, complete with a 
bracelet seating design that 
evokes the links of a watch 
strap. 

Added premium touches 
include chrome detailing on 
the air vent surrounds, the 
instrument cluster, gear 
lever, and the central 
console. 

The car’s back doors have 
flush handles, and there’s 
three full-sized rear seats. 

All engine choices are 
designed to deliver improved 
fuel economy and lower C02 
emissions. Citroen has also 
come up with new e-diesel 
drivetrains that boost 
economy with the use of an 
improved alternator, an 
electronic gearbox, and a 
stop-start system that can 
restart the engine within 0.4 
of a second. 


Citroen says 1.6-litre 
engines will be among both 
petrol and diesel offerings, 
with that 1.6 unleaded 
version developed jointly 
with BMW. 

Bells and whistles fitted to 
the DS4 will include an 
assistance system that can 
make emergency calls for 
aid, a blind-spot monitoring 
system with ultrasound 
sensors and front fog lamps 
with cornering lights that 
provide an extra beam to in¬ 
crease visibility when 
turning. 

The environment has 
been taken into account 
when putting the new 
Citroen together: The 
production process is said to 
be “ecologically focused”, 
and around 15 per cent of 
the 200kg of plastic used in 
the vehicle is derived from 
green, or recycled, sources. 


Radical new look as latest 
Suzuki Swift goes on sale 


A RADICALLY different Suzuki 
Swift is now on sale. 

Developments in styling, 
impact safety, driving 
performance and handling as 
well as improved fuel 
consumption and significantly 
lower emissions make up the 
latest compact supermini on the 
block. 

Three clearly defined 
specification grades have been 
devised; SZ2, SZ3 and SZ4. A 
new Euro 5 compliant 1.2-litre 
petrol engine incorporating Dual 
VVT (Variable intake and exhaust 
Valve Timing) is used that 
produces 93bhp at 6,000rpm, 
slightly more than the outgoing 


1.3-litre unit. Torque is also 
boosted to 118nm at 4,800rpm. 

New Swift is even more 
economical with fuel 
consumption on the combined 
cycle now 56.5mpg for the 
manual transmission model, an 
improvement of 7.8mpg over 
the previous 1.3-litre unit. 
Emissions are lower too; the 
new 1.2-litre engine produces 
just 116g/km on the combined 
cycle-a 17 per cent 
improvement. The new Swift is 
available in nine colours. 

Prices start at £9,995 for the 
three-door SZ2 and peak at 
£13,245 for the SZ4 five-door

When you send your CV off to a potential employer, 
remember that you won't be the only one. Hundreds 
of other people could be applying for the job as well. 

So what are you going to do to make you stand out 
from the crowd?

Most employers will scan through 
a CV in about 30 seconds so you need to grab their 
attention from the start - and make them want to 
invite you for an interview. 

There are five main areas to consider 
when writing your CV: 

• Make sure your CV looks the part. Your CV should 
look clean and tidy - don't scrawl it out on a piece of 
A4 paper. If you haven't got access to a PC or printer, 
ask a friend or use your local library. Use a good 
quality paper and steer clear of fancy borders and 
front covers. 

• Watch out for silly spelling and grammar mistakes. 
They make you look lazy and show employers that 
you don't really care. It's not difficult to do a spell 
check on your PC and if you're really stuck then don't 
just guess, reach for a dictionary. Get a friend to read 
through your CV for you - a second opinion is always 
useful. 

• Make sure your CV is well organised. When you list 
your previous jobs, make sure the dates are correct 
and try not to leave any gaps. If you took time out to 
go travelling then say so - employers won't mark you 
down just because you've tried something new. 

• Don't waffle. Remember that employers don't have 
time to read every word of your CV. Long paragraphs 
and sentences put people off, so try bullet-points to 
break up text. Make sure your CV is no longer than 
two pages long - employers don't want your life 
history, they just want to see that you've got what it 
takes to do the job. 

• Don't list any failures. Employers have enough 
trouble finding someone who is right for the job - 
they don't need help finding reasons not to employ 
you. If you have to include a mistake from your past, 
make sure you show the employer that you learnt 
something from the experience. 


Keep it simple 


Personal details 

Start off with your full name, address, date of birth, 
home and mobile phone numbers, email address and 
nationality. If you are offered an interview, the 
employer will want to get hold of you so give him as 
many options as possible. 


Summary/professional profile 

This is the Nol area for selling yourself. Set out your 
main skills and personal qualities but keep it 
interesting and tight - one paragraph should do to 
cover everything. 

Education and qualifications 

List your qualifications and education history, with the 
most recent first. You don't need to list the grades for 
each exam you have passed unless they were 
exceptional results - simply listing the number and 
type of exams you've passed is fine. Also, list any 
relevant professional organisations you belong to and 
training courses you have been on. 

Work experience 

Start with your most recent position and work 
backwards, giving addresses along with start and 
finish dates. Set out your main responsibilities, duties 
and most importantly achievements, along with any 
skills you picked up or improvements you made while 
you were there. This is a really important section in 
your CV so make it count - but don't waffle. 

If you have not had a full-time job before, detail any 
part-time jobs you may have held or any placement 
you have been on. 

Other skills 

Set out any computer skills you may have and the 
software you are most familiar with. Can you type, do 
shorthand or speak a foreign language fluently? If you 
have a driving licence, let the employer know. If it's 
clean, tell them. 

Interests & hobbies 

Briefly list what you get up to in your spare time. Put 
down any positions you hold in clubs or associations, 
along with any responsibilities and achievements. 

References 

Make sure you have at least two people (including 
one from your previous or current job) who will tell an 
employer what a thoroughly nice person you are and 
what a potential asset to the company you would be. 


If you want to list them now make sure you include 
their name, job title, postal & e-mail address and 
contact phone numbers. Alternatively, just put 
"Available on request" so the employer knows to 
follow up references at a later date. 


Add a covering letter 


The main aim of a covering letter is to encourage 
an employer to give you a chance. You want them 
to read your CV, so sell it to them. You should 
always enclose a covering letter when applying for 
a j’ob - most employers won't consider you unless 
you do. 

A covering letter should let the employer know why 
you are interested in the job and why you think you 
can do it. 

The hints and tips below should point you 
in the right direction: 

• Keep it simple. A covering letter should be short 
and to the point - no more than six paragraphs. 

• Mention the job. If you are replying to an advert, 
mention what the job is and where you saw it. The 
company may be advertising for other positions and it 
may not be clear which job you are applying for. 

• Sell yourself. Explain why you are the perfect 
candidate for the job. Show off your strengths and 
experience. Refer to your CV - if it goes missing then 
at least an employer will know that you've sent it. 

• Check it for mistakes. A silly spelling mistake in a 
covering letter is likely to cost you your chance of 
getting an interview. Also, make sure it is addressed 
to the right person in the right department. 

A covering letter can be just as important as a CV in 
getting you an interview. It's your first point of contact 
with your potential employer - so make it count.
